Plans Move Rapidly 

Changing the subject, matters moy; 
|ed rapidly in the matter of County 
| highways Monday, and by all signs 
the people of the County will be 
given opportunity to again express 
their aprpoval of a County Highway 
system not later than October 20, 
possibly within the week just pre- 
ceding that date. As the. net re- 
sult of Monday’s activity, the sys- 
tem practically determined upon by 
the Highway Commissioners was 


| formally approved by the good roads 
|advisory committee, 


and that com- 
mittee has already ordered the ap- 
pointment of a campaign executive 
committee to arouse supporters of 
the bonds and assist in increasiiig 
the size of the majority for the bond 
issue. 

The Highway Commissioners met 
in joint session with the advisory 
committee Monday, and the Commis- 
sioners reported the result of theif 
Messrs, Gill, Freemire 
and Hinckley all being present. 

In brief, the Commission announc- 


;ed that it would report favorably all 


the roads that had been included in 
the former report, and also about 17 
miles of additional mileage, most of 
which had been agreed to by the 
former Commission, after its formal 
report had been filed, The original 
report included 147 miles of con- 
crete roads. This report will prob- 
ably include 164 miles, with the spe- 
ciflication that nothing less than five 
inches of concrete will be laid.

A BIG SUGAR SEASON 
The season is keeping up its rec- 
ord for good crops and all along 
the line come reports of very large 
yields of all classes of farm and or- 


chard products. Hay and grain have 


yielded very heavy crops. Fruit of 
all kinds has turned out better than 
in many years past, and shipments 
have been the heaviest ever made. 
Beans will give a_ record-breaking 
crop, and California is certainly 
blessed with peace and plenty. 

Not to be behind in the general 
heavy yield, the beet fields have 
come to the fore with their quota 
and are turning out more than us- 
ually good crops. A late report from 
Santa Ana states that the knives of 
five sugar factories in Orange Coun- 
ty have begun slicing the heaviest 
sugar-beet crop ever grown in Or- 
ange County. The Southern Cali- 
fornia Sugar Company, one of the 
two big factories south of Santa Ana, 


until late. The Santa Ana Co-opera- 
tive has been in operation ten days, 
and has found that the beets are 
testing well for this time of year. 

The yield per acre is heavy. Rains 


came right in the spring, and the 
early summer has been cool, yet 
warm enough for growing. It has 


not been as sunshiny the last two 
weeks as the factory men would 
like, It takes sunshine to put sugar 
into a sugar beet. However, since 
the campaigns will last until Thanks- 
giving, in some of the factories, and 
the opening up of warmer weather, 
the sugar beets are going to give an 
average test of percentage of sweet- 
that will be pleasing to the 
growers, who get thirty cents per 
ton for each additional one per cent 
above fifteen per cent. 

While the weather has been a 
tle too cool for the 35,000 acres of 
sugar beets in the County, it has 
been ideal for lima beans. The bean 
crop is going to be record-breaking.
